A DANGER IN SECOND-HAND BOOK- 
STORES. 


Att dealers in second-hand goods have, of 


course, to take reasonable precautions against | 


dealing in stolen goods and becoming what 
are known as “fences” for thieves. This is 
not least the case in dealing in second-hand 
books, and we have just now specific reason 
to give warning to our friends in the second- 
hand trade. 

It has been the practice of the PusLisHErs’ 
WEEKLY never to sell review copies, as we 
have often stated. It seems to us unfair to 
use such copies in competition with sales of 
publishers who give these copies to our own 
and other journals for the purpose indicated. 
lt has been our practice, instead, to distribute 
copies among members of the staff, of course 
with implied understanding that these should 
not be sold. Unfortunately, one of our minor 
employees began to sell these books, and 
finally made substantial stealings from the 
editorial shelves, which were, of course, soon 
discovered. It was not immediately easy to 
locate where the books had been disposed of, 
but before long the inevitable discovery was 
made, and it was found that the lad had sold 
considerable numbers of them to a Brooklyn 
second-hand dealer. 

Stolen goods are, of course, the property 
of the owner, whether or not they have passed 
into other hands. It was very easy to obtain 
a writ of replevin under which some scores 
of books were recovered. The dealer promptly 
acknowledged culpable carelessness, as he knew 
whence the lad came, in not making inquiries 
as to whether the books were legitimately in 
his Possesion for sale; and in view of this 
admission, no steps looking to criminal pro- 
ceedings have been taken. 
however, the purchaser of stolen goods is 





In such cases, | 


seriously open not only to criticism, but to 
suspicion, and cautious and conscientious 
dealers, when books that may have a library 


| or periodical publishing source are offered 
| them, should take careful pains to ask ques- 


tions. Otherwise they open themselves to the 
implication that the receiver is as bad as the 
thief and likely to participate in his pun- 
ishment. Whereupon we give this caution to 


' our friends in the second-hand trade as a 


reminder that while they cannot be expected 
to scrutinize every purchase with reference 
to its source, they may fairly be expected, 
when books are offered under suspicious cir- 
cumstances or in suspicious quantity, to make 
every effort to find if they are honestly offered 
or have been honestly purchased, 





CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS UP- 
HOLDS DECISION IN CREAM OF 
WHEAT CASE. 


On Wednesday of this week the United 


| States Circuit Court of Appeals upheld the 


decision of Judge Hough of the Federal Dis- 
trict Court in the Cream of Wheat case. Judge 
Hough had denied the Great Atlantic and 
Pacific Tea Company’s request for an injunc- 
tion against the Cream of Wheat Company, 
basing his decision upon the ground that the 
cereal manufacturers are within their rights 
in refusing to sell to the price-cutting chain 
stores.* Judge Lacombe, of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, held that the Cream of Wheat 
Company is not a monopoly, that it has the 
right to make a rule for its own business that 
it will sell only to wholesalers and cannot be 
compelled to sell to retailers. Circuit judges 
sitting on the case were Lacombe, Coxe and 
Rogers. Joseph J. Baker, of New York, and 
Rome G. Brown, of Minneapolis, appeared 
for the Cream of Wheat Company, and Mar- 
tin Conboy, of New York, appeared for the 
Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea Company. 

“We had supposed,” said Judge Lacombe, 
in affirming the order by Judge Hough. “that 
it was elementary law that a trader could buy 
from whom he pleased, and sell to whom he 
pleased, and that his selection of seller and 
buyer was wholly his own concern. ‘It is a 
part of man’s civil rights that he be at liberty 
to refuse business relations with any person 
whomsoever, whether the refusal rests upon 
reason or is the result of whim, caprice, preju- 
dice or malice.’ 

“Before the Sherman Act it was the law that 
a trader might reject the offer of a proposing 
buyer, for any reason that appealed to him; 
it might be because he did not like the other’s 
business methods or because he had some 
personal difference with him, either political, 
racial or social. That was purely his own affair, 
with which nobody else had any concefn.

ecision. 
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Neither the Sherman Act nor any decision of 
the Supreme Court considering the same, nor 
the Clayton Act has changed the law in this 
particular. We have not yet reached the stage 
where the selection of a trader’s customers is 
made for him by the government.” 

Judge Lacombe held, as did Judge Hough, 
that the Cream of Wheat Company, as a man- 
ufacturer of a cereal made of “middlings,” 
does not monopolize the market. Citing the 
custom of the Cream of Wheat Company of 
selling to wholesalers with the reservation that 
it does not intend to waive the right to refuse 
at any time to supply any dealer who shall fail 
to comply with any request made by it, the 
infringement of which defendant may deem 
prejudicial to the interests of the consumer, 
to defendant’s own business or to the trade 
at large, Judge Lacombe said that the tea 
company’s contention that this course of con- 
duct is a violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
act, and that under the recent Clayton Act 
this suit may be instituted and maintained, 
had been elaborately discussed by the district 
judge, and that he was “satisfied that com- 
plainant is not entitled to the relief now 
asked for.” 

“As was stated before,” he continued, “the 
Cream of Wheat Company has elected not to 
sell to consumers or retailers, but to confine 
its sales exclusively to wholesalers. There is 
nothing unusual about such a course of busi- 
ness, and certainly it is no offense against 
common law, statutes, public policy or good 
morals for a trader to confine his sales to 
persons who buy from him in large quantities. 
A ‘wholesaler’ is one who buys in compara- 
tively large quantities and who sells, usually 
in smaller quantities, but never to the ultimate 
consumer of an individual unit. He sells 
either to a ‘jobber’ (a sort of middleman) 
or to a ‘retailer,’ the latter being the one who 
sells to the consumer. The ‘large’ quantities 
bought by the wholesaler may vary greatly— 
from a fraction of a carload to many car- 
loads; the character, not of his buying, but 
of his selling, marks him as a wholesaler. If 
occasionally, in some particular business, this 
term loses somewhat of its original signifi- 
cance, such manifestly, as the record shows, 
is not the fact with the business now under 
consideration. 

“Upon the proofs and the admissions in the 
record, the tea company is not a wholesaler, 
but a retailer; it does not confine its sales 
to retailers, but sells to countless consumers; 
a package at a time for twelve cents. 

“The Cream of Wheat Company, as we have 
seen, in the conduct of its business decided 
and made announcement to the trade that, 
for reasons sufficient to itself, it would sell 
only to wholesalers. Why if it chose to do 
so it could not make such a rule and adhere 
to it, we are at a loss to understand. It named 
the prices at which it would sell to whole- 
salers, so much in carload lots, so much in 
less than carload lots. That certainly it had 
a right to do; the Clayton Act itself expressly 
recognizes the existence of this right. Under 
the rule which the company had legitimately 
established for the conduct of its own busi- 
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ness, the tea company could not buy from it, 
being.a retailer. Nevertheless, for a time 
the Cream of What Company made an ex- 
ception to its rule and sold to the tea company 
under some arrangement, which, as defendant 
thought, would not make the wholesalers with 
whom it dealt critical of the exception. On 
a certain day the Cream of Wheat Company 
decided that it would no longer sell to this 
retailer at all, and since then it has not sold 
to complainant. There was no contract be- 
tween the two which bound defendant to sell 
to complainant for any specified period of 
time, 

“This suit is really brought to force the 
Cream of Wheat Company to continue to sell 
to this single retailer, as it sells to the whole- 
salers who trade with it. Much has been said 
about the reason why defendant ceased to 
treat complainant as an exception to its rule, 
failure of the latter to live up to some ar- 
rangement, etc. All that seems to be wholly 
immaterial. The business of the Cream of 
Wheat Company is not a monopoly, or even a 
quasi monopoly. Really it is selling purified 
wheat middlings, and its whole business covers 
only about one per cent of that product. It 
makes its own selection of what by-products 
of the milling process it will put up and sells 
what it puts up under marks which tell the 
purchaser that these middlings are its own 
selection. It is open to Brown, Jones: and 
Robinson to make their selections out of the 
other 99 per cent of purified middlings and 
put them up and sell them; possibly one or 
more of them may prove to be better selectors 
than defendant, or may persuade the public 
that they are, It is difficult to see how into 
such a business as that any novel and excep- 
tional rule of law is to be imported.” 

Interest now centers in the suit brought by 
the tea company for a permanent injunction 
against the Cream of Wheat Company. This 
case is expected to come to trial in the Fed- 
eral District Court within the next two or 
three weeks. 


THE LITERARY STAGNATION 
ENGLAND. 

From the artistically creative point of view, 
says J. C. Squire, writing from London to 
the Dial, the first twelve months of the war 
have been almost completely barren. All the 
better kind of writers who were in a position 
to join the forces have done so. Of the 
others, some have lapsed into complete 
silence; some have attempted to write fine 
literature about the war and failed abysmally ; 
and others have, so to speak, gone into polit- 
ical journalism. Of these last, Mr. Arnold 
Bennett and Mr. Hilaire Belloc have made 
the greatest success. Mr. Bennett has been 
writing articles weekly in the London Daily 
News on all sorts of topical subjects, from 
conscription to the position of trade unions, 
and from war pensions to the selection of 
staff officers; and he has been doing it with 
invariable and characteristic efficiency. As 
for Mr. Belloc, he had the good fortune to 
be about the only intelligent man in England

who had taken an interest in warfare during 
times of peace. The result was that the war 
found him ready equipped. with the tactical, 
mechanical, and geographical jargon which 
his colleagues had to acquire in feverish haste 
after hostilities had begun. His pen was en- 
gaged early by an ancient but, at that time, 
not very flourishing weekly, Land and Water; 
he contributes an enormous bale of comment, 
freely sprinkled with engaging diagrams, to 
every issue; and his success has been such 
that wherever one goes one finds the name 
“Dp _? rT ” ° oe 

sellow” or “Beeloc” on the lips of fat old 
gentlemen, who, a year ago, had never so 
much as heard of the author of “Emmanuel 
Burden,” “The Path to Rome,” and “Caution- 
ary Tales.” Mr. Shaw, besides his “Common 
Sense,” has written a certain number of war 
articles; but no new play from him appears 
likely. Mr. Chesterton, who, after his ill- 
ness, is “fitter” than he has been for years, 
appears to be confining himself to the war; 
Mr. Wells is writing about the war every- 
where; and such of the novelists as have 
recently published new books wrote them, in 
most cases, before M. Princip let off his re- 
volver at Serajevo. The poets—Mr, Yeats, 
Mr. Bridges, Mr. Hardy, Mr. Sturge Moore, 
Mr. de la Mare, Mr. W. H. Davies, and others 
—have almost all been completely or nearly 
silent. Several of them have had one “go” 
at a war poem, but the “go” was usually ‘no 
go. Mr. Bridges’ ; 

“England stands for Honour, 
God defend the Right,” 


struck the typical note; and Mr. William 
Watson and Mr. Stephen Phillips, each of 
whom has been flooding the press with pom- 
pous metrical banalities, can do this sort of

thing better than their superiors. The frag- 
ments of real literature produced by the war 
may be counted on the fingers of one hand. 
Mr. Hardy wrote a moving little poem about 
soldiers marching off and a crinical doubter 
watching them; “A, E.” has written several 
good poems about the criminality of war, 
which, one imagines, the Times only printed 
because it did not understand them, and Ru- 
pert Brooke, before he went to his death in 
the Dardanelles, produced a group of sonnets 
which, if they did not equal the best of his 
previous work, were nevertheless full of fine 
feeling, and admirable in their craftsmanship. 
But good poetry or prose not about the war 
has been still rarer since the war began. 
Scarcely any has been published; and, as far 
as one can gather from one’s researches 
amongst one’s own friends, none is being 
written. How, as I say, can one expect it, in 
an intellectual atmosphere blended of ennui, 
anxiety, and disgust? How long this 
paralysis of the imagination will continue one 
cannot say. It may be that a few artists 
with an unusual strength of mind or an un- 
usual frigidity of temperament will be able 
to produce something. But, generally speak- 
ing, one will be well advised in expecting very 
little really important or impressive or beauti- 
ful work until the guns have ceased to thunder 
and the Congress of —— has begun its labors. 


DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE EX- 
PERIMENTING WITH NEW MATERIAL 
FOR PAPER STOCK. 

THE continued rapid increase in the de- 
mand for paper has led the Department of 
Agriculture experts to continue their investi- 
gations of the possibilities of making paper 
stock from other materials than wood. Bul- 


- a Dal 
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letin, 309, just issued by the Department, calls 
attention to the possible use of zacaton grass. 
Zacaton grass, it says, extends from Cali- 
fornia and Texas southward to the Argentine 
Andes. It grows most profusely, however, in 
the mountair. regions east and west of the city 
of-Mexico, where it is harvested for the sake 
of its root‘. These are made into brushes of 
various scrts, and for this reason the zacaton 
plant is frequently known by the common 
English names of broom-root grass, wi 
grass, and rice-root grass, 
the tops of the plant are allowed to go to 
waste.

The same processes and 
methods which are employed for the manu- 
facture of pulp from poplar wood are quite 
suitable for the treatment of zacaton, but in 
place of the wood-sawing, chipping, and 
screening machinery, a grass duster is neces- 
sary. 

The paper manufactured from the stock has 
proved as satisfactory in physical tests as a 
first-grade, machine-finished printing paper. 
It has, moreover, a very satisfactory appear- 


experiments showed that more bleaching pow- 
der was required than with poplar stock. 
The percentage of air-dry fiber obtained 
from the zacaton grass appears to be some- 
what less than that from poplar wood, but 
practically equal to that of esparto.

COPYRIGHT NOTES. 
DAMAGES NOT RECOVERABLE WHERE 
NOTICE IS NOT PLAINLY VISIBLE 


A decision which involved no new point 
of law was handed down by Judge Waddill 
on June 28 in the District Court, E. D. Vir- 
ginia in the case of Alfred Decker Cohn Co. v. 
Etchison Hat Co. et al. (225 F. R. 135). The 
alleged infringement consisted in copying a 
picture illustration which defendants insisted 
contained no symbol or mark or other thing 
to indicate that it had been copyrighted. Com- 
plainant insisted that the publication did con- 
tain the proper symbols or marks to show that 
it had been copyrighted. “If it be conceded 
that the rule applicable to the claims of a 
patent may ‘have general application to that of 
copyright,” said Judge Waddill, “that is to say, 
that such symbols must so appear upon the 
publication that one ordinarily skilled in the 
art, as distinguished from a layman, would 
observe the same, still, to the mind of the 
court, this publication is so defective in the 
respects indicated, so absolutely lacking in fur- 
nishing what the statute in terms ‘prescribe it 
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shall have, to the end that persons to be 
affected thereby might secure notice thereof, 
that the defendants ought not to suffer from 
such neglect. 

“There is no excuse for any one to make a 
character so small that you cannot see what 
it is. The conclusion of the court upon 
the whole case is that the complaintant has 
a valid copyright; that incidentally these 
defendants have infringed the same; that 
by reason of the improper and defective pub- 
lication in Men’s Wear, from which the de- 
fendants copied the same, no damages will be 
awarded against them; that, the defendants 
having promptly discontinued the use of the 
copyrighted illustration, they will be enjoined 
only from its future use, if such injunction is 
desired, but without costs to the complainant.”
